ETHEL PARK RICHARDSON: The name of Ethel Fark Richardson is 
not very well known among the old time radio buffs, and yet this woman 
has contributed as much, if not a great deal more, to radio than most 
of the others who have this acclaim. She not only wrote several of the 
most popular program series, she appeared on the shows ag well...She 
was born at Decherd, Tenn on December 13, 1283. Her lenghty career in 
radio began in 1927 when she began singing folk songs and telling 
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stories, in dialect, on a small station in Chattanooga, Tenn. She soon. 
moved on to New York and sang hillbilly songs over station WJZ...0n ` 
her very first broadcast, this qulti-talented lady played a banjo and ` 
dulcimore duet, ene instrument mith each hand. She also attempted a 
reading about a mountaineer home but forgot her lines and ad-libbed, 
"Well now folks, ef'n I ain't gone and let the next line slip, I 
better get a fresh start, so's I kin jist scoot over the place I 
disreekolleck." Later well she: tried to offer her apologies to the 
program director, he congratylated her, thinking it was part af her 
act, The program. had gone out on a nefifonal hook-up and within ten 
days she was sigmed to co-star with Weil Cook as dandy on the CABIN 
DOOR PROGRAM, . .Mrs. Richardson specialized in doing dialect and was 
heard on such programs as BLACK CAMEOS and CHaRCOAL SKETCHES.. Jhe was 
ales heard as Camilla Crow with Moran and Mack, "The Twò Black Crows" 
on THE MAJESTIC RADIO HCUR...She wrote and produeed the first song- 
story series on radio, HILLBILLY HEART-THROBS. This unique program 
made its debut on May 22, 1933 as a 15-minyte, sustaining show heard 
over NBC. Each pragra@ wove a story around an old folk song, The first 
show was a dramatization of Blue Eyed “ilap. The series used the 
talents of Curtis Arnall, Anne Elstn@® senes tioorehead, Bub Gollyer, 
Brian Donlevy, Ray Gollins, Billy and @lorence Halop, and Frank Lu- ` 
ther and Tex Ritter,..Beginning on May 6, 1934 the series title was 
changed to HEART THROBS OF THE HILLS. On Wovember,6, 1935 the title 
was changed again to DREAMS OF LONG AGO and the program continued 
through 1938 and had a strong following, The imaginative Mrs, Rich- 
aräson also wrote "Hill-billy" adaotations of Shakespeare including; 
Hamlet, Macbeth, Juliwm Caesar, @omeo and Juliet. The program was aired 
for the last time on October 27, 1938...In 1939 a new transcribed 
hour series of HEART THROB3 OF THE HILLS wag Produced by NBC. The 
first program in this series was a dramatization of the folk song,. 
"Charmgng Billy." The ann$uncer was Kelvin Keech @nd music was sup- 
plied By the Hilltop Harmonizera. Regulars included Robert Strauss, 
Bella Allen, Jonnie Rogers and Margaret and Travis Johnson...ürs.. 
Richardson also had another unusual claim to fame. She became the 
first contestant to win the largest prize ever given away on a TV 
quiz show. She won the jackoot of $100,000 on N¿C-TV's The Big Sur- 
prise on December 10, 1955 for displaying her vast knowledge of Aner- 
ican folklore...Other programs which Mrs. Richardson wrote and pro- 
duced were The Wayside Cottages nele Natchel, and Home Sweet Home... 
For some reason I have never fap any of her shows mentioned in any 
of the books dealing with old ti@ dio and I have never found re- 
cordings of any of her works list'4 in any catalogs. Her contributions 
to the radio medium were many and her name deserves an honored spot 
on the long list of those radio immortals.
